It was 25 years ago that a band of 
Yankees under Casey Stengel complet- 
ed an unprecedented string of victo- 
ries, still unequalled ... five consecu- 
tive world championships. This is a sa- 
lute to all those Yankees who had 
some part in the sewing of those ban- 
ners, upon the Silver Anniversary of 
one of sportdom’s most amazing feats. 

Strangely enough, this era of Yan- 
kee domination started in a swirl of 
confusion, debate and doubt. Fans, 
press and players all were unhappy 
when Bucky Harris was fired shortly 
after the 1948 Yankees narrowly 
missed winning a three-cornered pen- 
nant race with Cleveland and Boston. 

Shortly thereafter came the an- 
nouncement that a long time friend of 
George Weiss ... a little, gnome-like 
bandy legged fellow with large ears 

. Casey Stengel .. . would manage 
the Yankees in 1949. The last trace of 
Larry MacPhail had been erased. 

“‘The Yankees have hired a clown as 
manager,’’ the general consensus of 
the press said. No one could believe 
that the ultra conservative Yankees 
would hire a man chiefly noted for his 
clowning, and failures in previous 
managerial jobs in Brooklyn and Bos- 
ton. 

Little did anyone know what lay 
ahead ... the Yankees were on the 
threshold of a third dynasty, which 
would prove to be the most exciting of 
all. The players were first to learn 
Stengel wasn’t a clown . . . he worked 
them harder than they had ever been 
worked; he said since all were veterans 
and knew the league, he would sit 
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back and learn ... then he started to 
rebuild, alter and platoon. 

The Yankee camp was not an opti- 
mistic one, especially after Joe DiMag- 
gio had to undergo surgery for bone 
spurs on his heel. Many began to fear 
1949 would prove to be another 1925, 
which saw the dissolution of the first 
great Yankee team. Stengel made 
moves, however, and got off to a good 
start. It was well he did,since it was to 
be a season of more than 90 injuries, 
changes and learning. 

There’s little doubt of the highest of 
many high spots, however. That came 
on June 28th when DiMaggio, after 
only miniscule preparation, stepped in- 
to the starting line-up for the first time 
since surgery as the Yankees opened a 
series in Boston. The rest is history, 
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HMFINGEST CLUE. 
1949 - WORLD CHAMPIONS 
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one of the most exciting chapters in 
the DiMaggio saga. 

In the opener Joe hit a two-run 
homer that proved decisive; the Sox 
led 7-1 after four in the second game, 
but DiMag’s three-run homer tied it 
and he later hit his third homer in two 
days to win it; as the Yanks swept the 
Series the next day, the amazing Di- 
Mag hit a three run job. 

DiMaggio was bedded with pneu- 
monia two weeks from season’s end to 
climax a long skein of Yankee injuries. 
As the result of the Yanks’ physical 
woes, the Red Sox were able to come 
into New York for two games with a 
one game lead as the season ended. It 
was also Joe DiMaggio Day and a 
weak, wan DiMag dragged himself out 
of bed to play. continued on page 11

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Bex: continued from page 9 
homer in the eighth ... 
the year, first since July. 

Vic Raschi could now go after the 
clincher on the last day of the season. 
Given a 1-0 lead in the first, Vic 
blanked the Sox through the eighth. 
Ellis Kinder cracked in the eighth as 
the Yanks filled the bases, then Jerry 
Coleman’s bloop single to right with 
two out emptied them. 

Leading, 5-0, Raschi relaxed and 
disaster loomed. DiMag got a leg 
cramp chasing Bobby Doerr’s fly, fell 
and it went for a triple. Joe removed 
himself from the game. . . and Raschi 
was able to hang on for a 5-4 victory. 
The first pennant was hung, then the 
Dodgers fell in five games. 

It was a tough battle in 1950, too 
Injuries and age were slowing down 
the veterans and Stengel was making 
moves. Unexpectedly, the Tigers proved 
to be the toughest competition, but the 
late addition of rookie Whitey Ford to 
the pitching staff turned the tide for 
the Yanks. 

Unhappy over his first base situa- 


tion, Casey made one of his few mis- 
takes. On July 3 in Washington, 
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Stengel put DiMaggio at first base. 
The move shocked the baseball world, 


but no one more than Joe. It was an 
ordeal for the proud DiMag, who 
sweated bullets until fate intervened. 
Hank Bauer was hurt during the game, 
Joe returned to the outfield and the 
first base caper was never thought of 
again. 

The Yanks moved into Detroit with 
a half game lead late in September, 
split the first two games and then 
started Ford in the key finale. The 
lefthanded rookie turned in a sparkling 
performance to win it, but the teams 
still were tied with 10 to play. The 
Yanks put on a late drive the Tigers 
couldn’t match and won it by three 
games, then swept the Phillies in the 
Series with great pitching. 

As the Yanks went after No. 3 ina 
row, they came to the end of the 
DiMaggio Era and the dawn of the 
Mantle Years in 1951. In an effort to 
speed up the development of the farm 
system, Stengel ran an early camp... 
the Yanks first foray into Arizona for 
spring training. Out of that. camp 
came Mantle, Gil McDougald and 
Tom Morgan to play vital roles in the 
third straight flag. 

Sparked by the youngsters, the 
Yanks broke in front. On July 12th 
Allie Reynolds pitched a _ no-hitter 
against Bob Feller and the Indians, 
1-0, on Gene Woodling’s home run.

Stengel moved Bobby Brown to third 
base to add some punch . .. and with 
Brown hitting in 18 of his first 20 
games, the Yanks won 17 of 20 to 
move out in front. 

Cleveland proved to be the big 
threat down the stretch, actually lead- 
ing by a game as they came into the 
Stadium in September. Reynolds beat 
Feller in the opener, then came the 
famous Phil Rizzuto squeeze bunt to 
score DiMaggio in the ninth to win, 2- 
1. Those victories were the keys to the 
flag. 

The pennant clinching was quite 
something. Reynolds had a no-hitter 
going with two down in the ninth and 
Ted Williams at bat. The game was al- 
ready wrapped up, along with a third 
straight flag, but the no-hitter had the 
fans agog. Ted hit a high foul back of 
the plate . . . but Yogi dropped it. The 
Berra luck held out, however, for Wil- 
liams duplicated the foul on his second 
chance and this time Yogi collared it. 
Allie had his second no-hitter and the 
Yanks their third straight flag. 

This time the Yanks had to tangle 
with the red hot Giants, who had 
pulled the ‘‘miracle of Coogan’s 
Bluff.’’ Leo Durocher’s gang jumped 
out to a 2-1 lead in games, but a day 
of rain broke the momentum and the 
Yanks took three in a row to win it 
all. The Series was marked by the first

of Mantle’s injuries in the second 
game, plus the start of the Rizzuto-Ed- 
die Stanky feud. 

DiMaggio was in retirement and 
Mantle was still limping as the Yanks 
prepared to seek a record-tying fourth 
championship. Slowed by early injur- 
ies, the New Yorkers were trailing by 
four games in early May and Stengel 
was trying to find a centerfielder. This 
search sparked the trade of Jackie Jen- 
sen and Specs Shea to Washington for 
Irv Noren. Casey wasn’t satisfied with 
Irv so, in late May, Mantle moved into 
centerfield. 

Billy Martin broke in as a regular 
and had his first fight, which could 
have been the spark the club needed. 
Jimmy Piersall needled Martin, who 
invited him under the stands and 
punched him silly. With Yogi Berra 
doing the hitting on the field, the 
Yanks moved in front on June 14. It 
was a battle all the way, the Yanks 
having to win eight of nine down the 
stretch to hold off the Indians, who 
won nine of 10. 

The Yanks went on to knock off the 
Dodgers in the Series and tie the rec- 
ord of four straight world titles, set by 
Joe McCarthy’s Yankees of 1936-39. It 
was this Series which projected Martin 
into the spotlight. With the Yanks 
leading, 4-2 in the seventh inning of 
the seventh game the Dodgers filled 
the bases with two out. Jackie Robin- 
son hit a pop fly near the mound, 
which everyone stood and watched . . 
except Martin. He made a desperate 
run and grabbed it on his knees to 
save the Series. 

In 1953 Stengel finally had a set 
line-up as he went to spring training. 
Early that year Mantle brought ‘‘tape 
measure job’’ into the baseball vernac- 
ular when he batted a Chuck Stobbs’ 
pitch some 565 feet over the left field 
wall in Griffith Stadium. After win- 
ning 11 of their first 14 games, the 
Yanks were never headed and went on 
to their easiest of five flags. 

The Yanks went on an 18-game win- 
ning streak in late May, but the league 
took heart when they followed imme- 
diately with a nine-game losing spin. 
The White Sox stayed in the race until 
they came into New York for four 
games in August, but lost the first 
three while scoring only one run and 
passed out of the picture. Mantle hurt 
his right knee in that series, but played 
with a brace. The Yanks clinched their 
unprecedented fifth straight flag on 
September 13. 

Once again the Dodgers were the Se- 
ries foes and this time they were 
primed with an awesome bunch of 
sluggers. In was a hitters’ Series, the 
Dodgers hitting .300 as a team, but 
seven errors and failure of their pitch-

ers doomed them. The Yanks battled 
them to win in six thrilling games and 


set a record never equalled ... five 
world titles in a row. 

Billy Martin was the hero when he 
collected 12 hits in 24 trips to the 
plate, a record for a six game Series. 
With the Dodgers tying the score, 3-3, 
in the ninth of the sixth, and final 
game, the irrepressible Martin deliv- 
ered his final hit—a single that drove 
in the winning run. Carl Erskine set 
the then record of 14 strikeouts in the 
third game, but was unable to dupli- 
cate in the sixth. 

The incredible string ended the next 
year although the Yanks won 103 
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games. Cleveland, making hay against 
second division clubs including win- 
ning 21 from Boston, won 111 to win 
the flag. In 1955, however, the Yan- 
kees bounced back and hung up four 
more pennants in a row to make it 
nine out of 10. 

It was a great five years... a quin- 
ella never to be forgotten. On Old 
Timers’ Day this year, many of those 
Yankees and a passel of their Series ri- 
vals will be on hand to relive the mem- 
ories of those days ... the injuries, 
battles, the rookies moving onto the 
scene, the shuffling, the late season in- 
surance additions like Johnny Sain, 
Johnny Hoppy and others. Those were 
the days, son, those were the days.

With the Yankee pitching staff rid- 
dled by injuries this year, the only real 
relief Billy Martin had occurred once 
every 5 days when he was able to write 
Ron Guidry’s name on the lineup card, 
and be assured of a win. Ron proved to 
be the only reliable Yankee starter in the 
early going, setting Yankee and Ameri- 
can League records in the process. Ron 
won his first 13 decisions on the season, 
breaking the Yankee record for consec- 
utive wins at the start of the season, 
which were 12-0 starts by Tom Zachary 
in 1929 and Atley Donald in 1939 (Don- 
ald by the way is the scout that signed 
Ron to a Yankee contract in 1971). 

In winning his first 13 games, Ron 
was leading the Major League’s in 
wins and ERA, and was the American 
League’s new strikeout king, replacing 
Nolan Ryan at the top. The highlight of 
the early going was Ron’s 18-strikeout 
performance against the Angels on June

17th, breaking the Yankee strikeout 
record, which had been set by Bob 
Shawkey way back in 1919, and setting 
a new record for American League left- 
handers. 

Ron was named the American 
League’s Player of the Month for June, 
a month in which he went 5-0, including 
back-to-back shutouts over the A’s and 
Angels, and had put together a string of 


21 straight scoreless innings over 3 
games. He also had consecutive strike- 
out games of 11, 10, 11 and 18. Ron 
proved to be a genuine stopper for the 
Yanks as 11 of his first 13 wins followed 
Yankee defeats. 

So it was not too hard to figure out 
that during the early months of the 
season ... the Yankee pitching staff 
was spelled G-U-I-D-R-Y.

YANKEES ARE 


ONCE AGAIN 


THE FANS’ DELIGHT 


It’s ‘Hate the Yankees’’ time again ... but that merely 
makes the Yankees, and all their fans, deliriously happy. 
Why do they like to be hated? It means that once again the 
pinstriped New Yorkers are on top of the heap, riding high 
to new and greater glories. 

When the folks around the league start hating the 
Yankees, they express that ‘‘hate’’ by spinning turnstiles 
around the league in record numbers ... thereby adding 
new laurels to the Yankees’ story. For instance, last season 
2,057,941 Yankee ‘‘haters’’ turned out around the league in 
a fruitless effort to root the New Yorkers to defeat. 

As a result, all that ‘‘hate’’ counter-balanced by the 
“‘love’’ of the home fans, combined to make the Yankees 
only the third team in baseball history and first in the 
American League to draw over two million fans both at 
home and on the road the same year. 

Prior to the Yankees’ ‘‘Golden Gallop’’ through the 
league in 1977, only the 1966 Dodgers had accomplished the 
feat, but last year the Reds did it along with the Yankees to 
make up the trio. There was a year in which the Giants 
drew over two million on the road, which made them only 
the fourth team to do that, but they didn’t draw as well at 
home. 


En route to their 3lst pennant and 21st world title, the 
Yankees drew 164,852 fans to a three-game series with the 
Boston Red Sox, Sept. 13-15. That was the largest crowd 
for a three-game series in the Major Leagues since 1958, 
largest in the American League since 1950. 

Cleveland, always a hotbed of Yankee haters, had a 
special night to allow their fans to really revel in Yankee 
hate . . . and it paid off at the gate. On a chilly September 
night some 28,184 fans turned out to put the hex on the 
Yankees . . . and succeeded for the night. It proved to be 
a fine promotion for the going-nowhere Tribe. 

Once again, just as in the good old days (which have 
become the good new days), when the Yanks move into 
Kansas City, Minnesota, Milwaukee or Texas the fans come 
in to spend the weekend and have a ball. In those cities, 
the fans gather from miles around . . . a lot come to cheer 
for the Yanks. 

From 1964 through 1975,the fans in the hinterlands had 
no fun ... they didn’t have the non-muscular Yankees to 
kick around any more. Once again, however, the Yanks are 
riding high and the fans are having a ball rooting against 
the legendery giants from the Bronx.

YOGI BERRA 


One of America’s most beloved and recognized celebrities 

. his return to the Yankees after 12 years coincided with 
a Yankee pennant in 1976 and they followed with a world 
championship in 1977, not surprising to those who know 
that good fortune follows this Hall of Famer around ... 
He’s now been in 19 World Series, a record 14 as a player, 
two as a Yankee coach, one as a Mets coach, one as a Yan- 
kee manager and one as Mets manager . . . holds Series rec- 
ords for games, at bats, hits, singles, consecutive errorless 
games (30), and hitting a grand slam homer (1956) .. . 
three-time Most Valuable Player (1951, 1954, 1955)... 15 
times an All-Star . . . his 313 homers the most ever hit by a 
catcher . .. his 30 homers in one season (twice), a record 
for catchers ... handled 950 consecutive chances without 
an error, 1957-1959 . . . Yankees retired his (and Bill Dick- 
ey’s) uniform(number 8) in 1972, but brought it back for his 
return in 1976. . . his son Dale is an infielder in the Pirate 
organization who got up to the major leagues last year... 
Larry Jr. and Tim played pro baseball and football briefly 
. Yogi and his sons opened up a_ racquetball club in 
New Jersey this winter. 


GENE MICHAEL 


Gene returns to the field after spending a year in the 
front office as an Administrative Assistant ... one of the 
most popular Yankees of recent years, Gene spent seven 
years as the Yankees shortstop .. . he started his career in 
the Pittsburgh organization, then went to the Dodgers in 
1967, and was purchased by the Yankees, November 30, 
1967 . . . played a year with the Tigers in 1975, and opened 
the 1976 season with the Red Sox . . . rejoined the Yanks as 
a coach, June 14, 1976, and then was elevated to the front 
office after the season . . . master of the hidden ball trick, 
the ‘‘Stick’’ pulled it off five times while with the Yanks 
. Saw action as a pitcher in 1967, allowing five unearned 
runs in three innings on five hits, striking out three, against 
the Tigers . . . a basketball star at Kent State, who was pur- 
sued by the Knicks ... in 1973 Gene was honored by his 
friends in Norwood, N.J., with a day at Yankee Stadium, 
and the Gene Michael scholarship fund was established . . . 
very popular after dinner speaker in the metropolitan area. 


DICK HOWSER 


Dick succeeded the legendary Frank Crosetti as Yankee 
third base coach in 1969, after an eight year career as an in- 
fielder . . . named The Sporting News Rookie of the Year 
in 1961 when he stole 37 bases and made the All-Star team 
for the A’s ... Yankees obtained him from Cleveland on 
December 20, 1966 for minor league pitcher Gil Downs, 
and Howser spent two years as a utility infielder until an in- 
jury sidelined him ... a close friend of movie star Burt 
Reynolds, with whom he attended both high school and col- 
lege . . . managed the Yankees Instructional League in Flo- 
rida for two years. 


ELSTON HOWARD 


Popular Elston Howard is now in his 10th season as Yan- 
kee coach ... the assignment immediately followed a dis- 
tinguished career in which he played for nine pennant win- 
ning Yankee teams and one in Boston ... nine times he 
was an American League All-Star ... he won the MVP 
Award in 1963 . . . batted .348 in 1961 when he was one of 
six Yankees to hit 20 or more home runs . . . won the Babe 
Ruth Award in 1958 for his outfield heroics in the World 
Series ... won two Gold Glove awards as a catcher and 
made only one error in 1964 ... the first black player on 
the Yankees and the first black coach in the American 
League. 


ART FOWLER 


Art joined the Yankee coaching staff last August, reunit- 
ing himself with Billy Martin . . . worked under Martin in 
Minnesota, Detroit and Texas as pitching coach ... Art’s 
professional playing career spanned 25 years, starting back 
in 1944 at Bristol in the Appalachian League ... won 54 
games in his nine year major league career, seeing time with 
the Reds, Dodgers and Angels . . . had his best year with 
the Reds in 1954, winning 12 games, with a 3.83 ERA... 
won 11 games each of his next two years in Cincinnati .. . 
pitched in 57 games for the Angels in 1963 at age 41, with a 
5-3 record and a 2.43 ERA being used in relief . . . was still 
pitching at age 48 at Denver in 1970... then joined Billy 
Martin at Detroit as his pitching coach in 1971 ... won 
205 games in his minor league career.

It was around 1960 when the Yankee 
Press and Radio Guide first began to 
use bios on the players. A notation for 
Johnny James, then a rookie right- 
handed pitcher, said: ‘‘In first Major 
League appearance FORCED Clint 
Courtney to hit into triple play, 1958.’’ 

That’s not quite the way James,now 
managing a department store in Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, remembers his most mem- 
orable moment in the majors. 

“I had come up from Richmond late 
in the year,’’ James says. ‘‘I came on to 
relieve in the seventh inning on a nation- 
ally televised Saturday afternoon game. 
I walked the first hitter and the second 
singled. 

“Courtney was next and I reached 
back and threw my best fast ball... 
after all, I knew I was in trouble and 
went to my best pitch. Clint ripped a 
screaming line drive that could have de- 
capitated an expensive infielder, but Gil 
McDougald caught it eye high, flipped 
to Tony Kubek to get the runner at sec- 
ond and Kubek got it to first before the 
runner there could get back. 

“Dizzy Dean was the announcer for 
the network TV and people later told me 
he had made quite a thing out of a rook- 
ie pitcher ‘‘forcing’’ a hitter to hit into a 
triple play in his first appearance. Nat- 
urally, I felt pretty good as I went back 
to the dugout . . . where I tripped and 
fell head first down the steps. I under- 
stand the TV cameras also recorded that 
first.”’ 

After leaving baseball, James went to 
work in department stores and spent 15 
years with the Broadway Co., being 
transferred to Phoenix 10 years ago. 
While with Broadway he managed sev- 
eral of their stores, but is now managing 
a local store (Capin’s) and has been with 
them nine months. 

Johnny and his wife, Alice, have two 
children, Brian, 12 and Lisa, 15. 

Johnny had one other big moment as 
a Yankee and it came in the spring of 
1960 when he was voted the Outstand- 
ing Rookie in camp and won the James 
P. Dawson Award. The following 
spring he was traded to the California 
Angels. 

Incidentally, the triple play game was 
Johnny’s only appearance in 1958. He 
worked three innings and gave up two 
hits and no runs.

There are many things to be said of 
Marse Joe McCarthy, who was respon- 
sible for many of the things that built 
the Yankee style and tradition, but no 
one can say them better than the men 
who played for him. Ballplayers tell it 
as it is, thus their opinions of McCar- 
thy, who died at age 90 in January, 
tell it all. 

‘*There was never a day when some- 
one on the Yankees didn’t learn some- 
thing from McCarthy,’’ says Joe 
DiMaggio. 

‘“*McCarthy was the best manager I 
ever worked for. The man knew what 
he was doing and knew the right 
moves,’’ added Ted Williams. 

“TI played for McCarthy, Harris and 


Stengel,’? says Tommy Henrich. 
“They were all great, but McCarthy 
has to be on top of the list. For my 


money he wrote the book.’’ 

Having never played a single Major 
League game, but having paid his dues 
with 20 years in the minors, McCarthy 
broke into the majors as manager of 
the Chicago Cubs. He won the pen- 
nant in 1929, but was fired midway in 
1930 and that made him available to 
join the Yankees in 1931. 

McCarthy directed the second of 
three Yankee dynasties Miller 
Huggins and Casey Stengel managed 


the others McCarthy led the 
Yanks to the world title in 1932 then, 
after three seconds place finishes, 


molded the club that won four consec- 
utive world titles from 1936 through 
1939—a record—at the time.After a 
one year lapse, his Yanks came back 
to win three more flags in a row and 


two world titles. 
It was McCarthy who brought a 


dress code to the Yanks, the aura that 
put the pinstripes above the average 
team and the touch of class that al- 
ways made the Yankees ‘‘hated’’ 
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throughout the league, but also envied. 

Under McCarthy the dictum that 
“this is a clubhouse, not a club room’’ 
was handed down to end card playing, 
pre-game shaving, eating and hi jinks. 

Indicative of McCarthy’s thorough- 
ness was his order to give all the play- 
ers uniforms a half size larger with 
squared off caps. He reasoned it 
would make the players look bigger. 
Incidentally, he also ordered three sets 
of uniforms so that the Yanks would 
start each game spotless. 

They say Joe was omniscient and 
had total recall . . . and his players be- 
lieved it. Years after he retired, he 
could suddenly jolt one of his old 
players with a story as to where he was 
and what he was doing on a certain 
night some 20 years before. 

Shortly after Jake Powell joined the 
Yankees, he gave a teammate a hot- 
foot while the Yanks waited for a train 
in the Boston station. 

““You’re a Yankee now, we don’t do 
that,’’ McCarthy snapped.

Joe’s players swore he had eyes in 
back of his head. They swore he knew 
everything they did although rarely did 
they run into him on the street. He 
was a master psychologist, a superb 
handler of men and the players who 
played under him still respect him ful- 
ly. 

Baseball is a game of numbers and 
McCarthy’s are outstanding. He rates 
No. 1 on the all-time won and lost 
percentage with 2126 victories in 3461 
games for a .614 mark; he and Stengel 
are tied for No. | in world titles with 
seven, but Joe won seven out of nine 
against Casey’s seven of 10; Joe was 
30-13 in Series competition, but 29 and 
9 with the Yankees. 

Right up to the time he fell and 
broke his hip last summer, Joe re- 
tained his interest in baseball ... but 
via TV. He watched all the games he 
could, but would never knock the 
sport. 

“I note they have more speed now,’’ 
Joe said. ‘‘I also notice the big gloves 
and everyone appears to be one-hand- 
ed. I wouldn’t comment on salaries, 
since I’ve been away too long, but 
players always wanted more money. I 
couldn’t pick a favorite player, there 
were too many great ones.”’ 

In 1957 McCarthy was voted into 
the Hall of Fame, which was a great 
thrill to him. Generally rated with 
John McGraw and Connie Mack as 
the three greatest managers, Joe had 
the best record but was one of the 
least gregarious,although, at the right 
time, a great story teller. Baseball has 
lost one of its all-time greats and the 
inscription on his plaque in centerfield 
at Yankee Stadium, which was un- 
veiled when the park reopened in 
April, 1976 is an apt epitaph: 

“One of baseball’s Most
